COMMUNICATION 

Editor, Vulcan Advocate. . * 

Sir,—I would like, through the 
medium of your paper, to answer last 
week’s letter regarding the price paid 
of $ 2.20 for local hides and the writ¬ 
er’s question of why he had to sell 
forty hides to unable him to purchase 
one set of double harnes’S. I do not 
pretend to go into details regarding 
the leather used in Hoots and shoes 
as they are not in my line of business, 
I will leave that part for the boot and 
s%oe merchant to explain, although I 
understand that all fine leathers, such 
as vici kid and fine calf are imported 
from the countries who raise the par¬ 
ticular animals from which these fine 
leathers are produced. 

Regarding harness, I would say that 
the writer who ^compared the local 
hide market with hides that harness 
is made from, is certainly under a de¬ 
lusion, and is not acquainted with the 
quality of hides that are required in 
the manufacture of hainess. T would 
poiht out to him that the hides re¬ 
quired for harness must be from 80 
to 120 lbs. and absolutely free from 
cuts, brands and -warble holes, as 
where these appear in the hide they 
affect harness leather very material¬ 
ly, would also point out to him that 
a sixty, pound hide (which would be 
the average) will only make 29 to 30 
pounds of leather, or 12 to 16 pounds 
to the side, which is absolutely too 
light for harness. The leather used 
by all harness dealers runs from 20 
to 25 pounds to the side or forty to 
fifty pounds to the hide when tanned. 
Consequently harness leather must be 
taken from hides weighing from 80 
to 120 pounds, as it takes 2 pounds 
of the. rawhide to make 1 pound of 
leather, and, free from any defect. 
Another point we must not overlook 
is that these harness leather hides are 
all selected and very often only one 
out of fifteen are suitable for harness 
that has the required weight and clear 
of cuts and brands or any other blem¬ 
ish, which, when tanned would affect 
the long straps pertaining to the con¬ 
struction of harness. These hidft are 
chiefly brought from the Argentine 
cattle ranges, where the fibre of the 
hide is growing and knitting together 
from the day the animal is bom until 
slr-.-ghtered,- not.like the cattle in our 
cold cl : mate, which deterioratet dur¬ 
ing the winter and thus affect the 
fibre of the .hide dime ai the flesh. 


I might also point out to him that 
hides like furs and other commodities 
are graded and sold according to 
quality and used in hundreds of. arti¬ 
cles that leather is used in. 

Sole leather must also be taken 
from heavy hides in order to get the 
desired weight of -from 18 to 23 
pounds. A rawhide sold today weigh¬ 
ing fll) pounds will deteriorate 1 J> 
pounds in 15 days owing to the salt¬ 
ing process of same. Tho tanners 
buy these hides according to their 
weight' on arrival at cannery and it 
will be readily understood that *our 
locar hides when tanned are only suit¬ 
able for light'leather and not heavy- 
enough for harness .leather as the 
foregoing weights will explain. Fur¬ 
thermore, the price of these selected 
hides for the last few years have been 
from 56 to SO cents per pound, f.o.b. 
Chicago or Kansas City, consequently 
the high price of harness. At the 
present time same hides have declin¬ 
ed some and will be on the market 
.some time next year and no doubt will 
affect the price. With the price the 
tanner has had to pay for the raw 


material and added to that the trans¬ 
portation, handling and grading, along 
with the high cost of production, a 
fail answer is given the writer as to 
the price given for one local hide and 
its comparison of price in the pair 
of mitts, pair of work shoes or the 
double set of harness—the finished 
product.
